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the returning refugees. During these suc- 
cessful operations 276 anti-personnel mines, 
10 anti-tank mines and 6743 rounds of un- 
exploded ordnance were disvcovered and 
destroyed. At the end of the mine clearance 
operations the residential areas were handed 
over by responsible persons of the project 
to the elders of the locality. The residents of 
the areas and representativies appreciated 
the ATC HQ and the project for their hu- 
manitarian assistance to the people. 

In December of this year when the weather 
became cold the project was moved to 



Khoogyani district of Nangarhar province 
for another assignment. So far the ATC 
demining teams # 5, 6 and 13 have been as- 
signed to help project # 8 in carrying out 
the mine clearance task in Arghech. The 
project has one well-equipped health clinic 
capable of offering effective medical assis- 
tance to the deminers in the field and mean- 
while extend medical assistance to poor res- 
idents in mine explosion cases as well as the 
outbreak of dangerous disease. The clinic is 
also responsible for the control of the pro- 
ject kitchen and the surroundings of the liv- 
ing areas of the project. 



Introducing one of the ATC's Maimed Deminers 



Mohammad Nawab s/o Gheljai Khan was 
born in 1960 at Dar Gul-e Ullya village, 
Kamma district, Nangarhar province. After 
receiving his primary education in the 
mosque, he joined the secondary school. On 
completing the secondary education he 
joined the army and served up to the rank 
of captain. 

Mohammad Nawab then left the military 
service and joined the Mujahedeen. Later he 
came to Peshawar as a refugee. 

Because of his keen interest in serving his 
country and nation he decided to become a 
deminer in ATC and devote all his efforts 
to the mine clearance task. He successfully 
completed the Demining course at Risalpur 
and got appointed as deminer. 



During his work in ATC he served in dif- 
ferent provinces of Afghanistan. He discov- 
ered and destroyed a great number of mines 
and hoped that one day in his life he will see 
his beloved country being free of all sorts 
of mines and he and his fellow countrymen 
work for rehabilitation and reconstruction 
of his motherland. 

Due to his devotion and merit Mohammad 
Nawab was promoted to the Section Lead- 
er's position in Team # 3. 

Unfortunately, on 1st Oct. 1992 at a time 
when his related section was performing 
mine clearance activities in Dawlatzai area, 
Chaprahar district, Nangarhar province a 
mine suddenly exploded and cut his right 
leg. 
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turn of refugees to the area, were cleared of 
mines. On completing this task the Shora as 
well as residents of Bak district appreciated 
the success of the ATC Project # 8 and 
promised any kind of co-operation. 

As the weather got warm on basis of orders 
from the ATC HQ to transfer of projects to 
rather cold areas, with observing the re- 
quest of the people of Maidan, Project # 8 
was shifted to Maidan province in June of 
1994. The project resumed the demining ac-

tivities in Charaka area. At the result of 
successful demining operatons the project 
cleared 15332 sqm. residential area and 
126167 sqm. agricultural land of mines and 
put at disposal of the residents. During these 
operations 48 anti-personnel and one anti- 
tank mine with 91 rounds of unexploded 
ordnance were discovered and destroyed. 
Because of the deteriorating security condi- 
tions in Maidan province in August 1994, 
the project was shifted to Ghazni provnce. 
In the area cleared 187111 sqm. land of 
mines. During mine clearance operations in

On 20 Sep. 1994 when security situation be- 
came unfavourable in Jajee district the pro- 
ject was shifted to Charasyab district where 
most of the surveyed minefields comprised 
the residential areas. On arrival to the area 
on 28 Sep. 1994, the project immediately 
initiated its mine clearance operation in 
Abdul Rauf village of the district and 
cleared it of mines as well as other unex- 
ploded ordnance. As a result of these su- 
cessful operations 11221 sqm. residential 
area was cleared of mines and made safe for

Mine Clearance Activities of Site 
Office # 8 : 

Due to the urgent need of the residents of 
Maidan-Wardak province, which was the 
long-time battlefield at the times of Jehad, 
the project initiated practical work in Cha- 
raka village, capital of the province, on 10 
July 1993. In the course of four months the 
project was able to clear 110921 sqm. high 
grade agricultural land of mines. 

During, these successful operations 302 anti- 
personnel mines as well as 61 unexploded 
ordnance were discovered and destroyed. 




area in Nov. 1993, the project was shifted to 
Bak district of Khost province. Supported 
by the Shora of the Bak district the project 
practically started mine clearance operations 
on 1st Dec. 1993 in the villages of Samal 
Kheil, Narai Toora, Chappa Ghundai and 
Soor Kelai. In the course of these operations 
143 anti-personnel and 3 anti-tank mines as 
well as 93 unexploded ordnance were dis- 
covered and destroyed. At the result of such 
activities 14266 sqm. residential area, 94703 
sqm. canal, 31198 sqm. road between Bak 
and Jajee Maidan districts and 459690 sqm. 
grazing land, which had prevented the re- 
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out the assigned tasks sucessfuly. During 
January of the current year the project has 
cleared 31239 sqm. agricultural land and 
1010295 sqm. grazing land in the abovesaid 
areas. In course of these mine clearance op- 
erations one anti-tank mine and 7 rounds of 
unexploded ordnance were discovered and 
destroyed. 

The Flail Project has successfully carried 
out the assigned tasks in Peirawar area of 
Behsood district, Nangarhar province. With 
its two flails and single task force section 
the project was able to clear 12000 sqm. 
grazing land and 25555 sqm. agricultural 



land. During these operations 19 anti- 
personnel mine and 2 rounds of unexploded 
ordnance were discovered and destroyed. 

For purpose of providing a brief summary 
for our esteemed readers on the ATC dem- 
ining activities druing January of this year,
